Romo - Christinas 1948 

1. To Mr. Luigi 20M0GT7ART, the undersigned, Dr. Carlo NE T declaims 
under his full responsibility, that he balanced only to tha poli- 
tical party denominated tho ’Tart" of Hungarian Innovation", undar 
the direction of flola Hit EOT. 

2. In 1942. I left tliis party to area t® tho "Association of Comrades 
of the eastern Front lines" tha political purposes of which were 
unequivocably Hungarian and national. Tho group was formed with 
tho authority of the "Inistrr of int^r'er. Tha A3oociation of 
Comrades of the Fa atom Front Lines, whose initials were KAB3Z, 
was never at the dependence of any party. The total number of 
its members throughout the country exceeded 120,000. Members 
included reserve officer? and war veterans, as well as civilians 
ready to taka up arms on behalf of their country. 

3. After 15 October 1 9LL, A 1 a S.7T attempted to dissolve 

the KAB3Z and to consider'llrairtirff'artsetl civilian formation of tha 
Arrow Cross Party, In the face of this, I immediately dissolved 
the KABSZ. SZAIA3SST then dismissed me from tho Corp" of officers 
and deprived me of ny Hungarian citizenship. 

4. After 15 October 1944, the Hungarian territorial defense was in 
complete dissolution and the country and its cities became an 
easy prey to the Russian attacks. Seeing this and being conscious 
of nqr duty as an Hungarian patriot, I established an independent 
military group in which I gathered all who presented themselves 
who had not other military obligation. I named the group Hungarian 
Assault Rangers. It had tho purpose of emitting the retirement 
of tha military elements which remained in Vestorn Rungaiy. 

5. As not even the most elementary necessities had been provided for 
(such as arias, supplies, hospital facilities, etc.) and lacking 
during the month of January, heavy uniforms and arms, on 25 January 
1945, I Joined tha German SS under the title of "Kampf Grupp NET 1 . 
iy formation was entirely Hungarian and according to the written 
understandings, agreed upon with the '"alien 3$, the unit was 
assured Hungarian command and leadership, German conrranders were 
placed only on the Division level. 

6. I declare finally that neither I nor any member of ny formation 
ever committed terroristic acts against civilian populations, 
sacking or racial persecution. In support of tliis, I cite the 
fact that an Allied judicial proceeding against nc which lasted 
almost two years v<as concluded with rrry complete absolvement,, 

7. I declare that I have no intention of talcing part in any political 
movement either now or in the future, and I rill do anything in 
ay power to eliminate anything that will, disturb Kun-'arian emi- 
gration in order to permit tho achievement of the common goal. 

I an disposed to participate with arms at any tine in the struggle, 
for the. liberation of Hungary and to coho to agreement wild Dr, 
Tlbsrio^!3L\RQT by means of personal accoru’c for conduct in;;
